Presley  ‘Plotters’ 
Face  October  Trial 
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MEMPHIS,  Tenn.  (UPI) 
— Three  men  arrested  by 
police  after  a tip  someone 
planned  to  snatch  Elvis 
Presley’s  body  from  its  tomb 
were  notified  at  a prelimi- 
nary hearing  Tuesday  that 
their  trial  on  trespassing 
charges  will  held  in  October. 

City  Court  Judge  John 
Dwyer  scheduled  a trial  Oct. 
4 for  Bruce  Eugene  Nelson, 
30,  Ronnie  Lee  Adkins,  26, 
and  Raymond  Green,  25,  all 
of  Memphis. 

Only  Nelson  and  Green 
showed  up  with  their  attor- 
neys for  the  brief  hearing 
Tuesday. 

The  men  were  arrested 
Monday  at  12:32  a.m.  by  po- 
lice investigating  an  infor- 
mant’s tip  that  someone 
would  try  to  take  Presley’s 
body  from  its  crypt  at  For- 
est Hill  cemetery. 

Police  Director  E.  Win- 
slow Chapman  said  extra  of- 
ficers were  assigned  to 
guard  the  crypt  and  were 
hiding  inside  the  midtown 
cemetery  Sunday  night. 

Officers  spotted  three  men 
scaling  a wall  at  the  grave- 
yard after  midnight  Sunday. 
The  intruders  reportedly 
crept  past  security  guards  to 
the  marble  mausoleum  con- 


taining the  body  of  Presley, 
his  mother,  Gladys  Love 
Presley,  and  several  hun-  s 
dred  other  sealed  crypts. 

The  men  “meddled”  with 
the  heavy,  ornate  mausole- 
um door,  shaking  it  until  a 
passing  car’s  headlights  ap- 
parently frightened  them 
away,  officers  said. 

Police  chased  the  men  as 
they  sped  off  in  a car,  catch- 
ing up  with  them  a short  dis- 
tance from  the  cemetery 
grounds.  A fourth  man  elud- 
ed police,  but  was  later  ar- 
rested at  a local  hospital 
where  he  had  gone  for  treat- 
ment of  a twisted  knee. 

Chapman  said  the  confi- 
dential source  told  police 
those  attempting  the  body- 
snatching  would  be  heavily 
armed  and  equipped  with 
burglary  tools.  A search  of 
the  three  suspects  and  their 
car  failed  to  turn  up  any 
weapons  or  tools. 

The  men  were  held  15 
hours  Monday  for  question- 
ing before  police  said  they 
would  be  charged  only  with 
trespassing.  The  state  misde- 
meanor charge  carries  a 
maximum  jail  sentence  of  1 1 
months  and  29  days  and  a 
$1,000  fine. 

Authorities  released  the 
unidentified  man  arrested  at 
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the  hospital.  Chapman  said 
evidence  obtained  against 
the  suspect  did  not  support  a 
trespassing  charge  since  he  i 
was  not  arrested  at  the  cem- 
etery. 

Chapman  talked  with  the 
late  entertainer’s  father  Ver- 
non Presley  after  the  inci- 
dent. He  said  they  both 
agreed  tighter  security 
should  be  maintained  at  the 
mausoleum  which  is  only 
five  miles  from  the  singer’s 
mansion.

(about  4 cups) 

Salt 

3 qts.  boiling  water 
is  2 qts.  shredded  cabbage 

(about  1 pound) 

1 cup  sliced  celery 
xk  cup  sliced  radishes 
e 4 ozs.  process  sharp  Amer- 

ican cheese,  diced 


1 cup  plain  yogurt  % 
x/\  cup  salad  oil 

2 tbsps.  vinegar 

2 tsps.  sugar 

2 tsps.  minced  onion 

xk  tsp.  dry  mustard 
xk  tsp.  pepper 
Gradually  add  noodled 
and  1 tablespoon  salt  to  rap- 
idly boiling  water  so  that 
water  continues  to  boil.  Cook 
uncovered,  stirring  occasion- 
ally, until  tender.  Drain  in 
colander.  Rinse  with  cold 
water;  drain  again. 

In  large  bowl,  combine 
noodles,  cabbage,  celery, 
radishes  and  cheese.  Stir  to- 
gether yogurt,  oil,  vinegar,  2 
teaspoons  salt,  sugar,  onion, 
mustard  and  pepper.  Gently 
fold  into  noodle  mixture. 
Chill  several  hours  to  blend 
flavors.  Makes  about  V-k 
quarts.
